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If a swarm of bees suddenly de¬ 
scended from the sky and landed 
in front of you, would you know 
what to do? 

Thankfully, we now have the an¬ 
swer - after passersby in Hook 
were this week confronted with 
that very scenario. 

Drivers lunged to pull up their 
windows as a swarm of bees 
zoomed over the Ace of Spades 
roundabout on Sunday. 

The buzzing cloud eventually 
alighted on an iPlus terminal out¬ 
side Londis in Hook Road. 

Beekeeper Helen Sherry, from 
Tolworth, who responded to the 
call to scoop up the swarm, said: “I 
was literally around the corner. 

“Because they were on the public 
information stand, that is not 
really the ideal situation to collect 


a swarm. We like them on a low 
bush or hanging off a branch. 
When they are on the side of a flat 
surface you have to brush them off. 
You have to do it gradually.” 

Beekeepers who come to collect 
swarms fund the trips out of 
own pockets. 

Ms Sherry, from Kingston 
Beekeepers, said honey 
bee colonies can number 
between 20,000 and 
30,000 insects, a total 
that can double by the 
end of summer. 

She said: “The bees 
will start to produce 
what we call queen 
cells, which look a little 
bit like the husk of a 
peanut. 

“If they want to swarm, 
which is their natural inclination, 
they will keep producing a 
queen until they have managed 
it. 

“What beekeepers should be 
doing is an artificial swarm. 


“That means tricking the bees 
into thinking that they have al¬ 
ready swarmed by dividing up 
your hive, then bringing it back to¬ 
gether again. 

She added: “This is the busiest 
of the year for a beekeeper. If 
your bees swarm you haven’t 
got enough to produce 

’ve got to be 
looking in your 
hives every single 
week in order to 
prevent swarms 
from happening. 

“Even the best 
beekeepers in the 
world are going to 
get the odd rogue 
swarm that is going 
to escape. They produce 
themselves another queen. 

“If the general public see any 
swarms in these places just don’t 
panic. Don’t touch them. They are 
going to be at their most relaxed, 
easy-going stage. 


“They are not being aggressive at 
all as they are basically trying to 
find a new home. 

“The best thing to do is to contact 
your local beekeeping association. 
Someone will come out and it will 
be free.” 

Bees and other bugs such as 
wasps and spiders are in for a pros¬ 
perous and populous summer, fol¬ 
lowing a mild winter and early 
spring sunshine. 

Some large swarms in the capital 
have been blamed on novice 
beekeeping. 

A restless queen can split her 
hive, flying away with a portion of 
her workers and leaving behind a 
batch of queen cells, which will 
later hatch and take over the 
colony.

Woman dies on Cambridge Road estate in fall from block 

37-year-old falls to her 
death from estate flats 



A woman has died after falling 
from a block of flats on the 
Cambridge Road estate in 
Kingston. 

The 37-year-old woman fell 
from the Brinkley building 
just after 4pm on Saturday. 

Police, paramedics and the 
London Air Ambulance were 
called to Burritt Road, which 
runs through the estate, but 
the woman died before she 
could be taken to hospital. 

Residents told the Kingston 
Guardian the woman fell from 
her 13th floor flat. 

Police are not treating the 
death as suspicious. 

Cambridge Road Estates 
Community Group has set up 
the community shop in Mad- 
ingley Green as an informal 
centre for anyone affected by 
the death. 

A Brinkley resident who did 
not want to be named said: 
“It’s sad. Really sad that she 
felt the need to do that. 

“I used to see her walking to 
the shops all the time. 

“Hopefully the council will 
stand up and look at how this

happened. It was obvious to 
me she needed help.” 

In a letter to residents, chair¬ 
woman of the Cambridge 
Road Estates Community 
Group, Jill Preston, wrote: 
“Our thoughts are of course 
with the family and friends 
of the poor young woman 
involved.” 

Cambridge Road was tem¬ 
porarily closed while emer¬ 
gency services attended. 

Kingston Council has 
launched an investigation into 
the death and confirmed the 
woman, named locally as 
“Debby”, was known to the 


council’s health and social 
services. 

Lead member for health and 
social care Julie Pickering 
said: “The woman who died in 
the Cambridge Road estate on 
Saturday afternoon was being 
supported by health and so¬ 
cial care services. 

“As with any serious inci¬ 
dent, this case will be referred 
to the South West London and 
St George’s Mental Health 
Trust Governance Group. 

“My thoughts are with the 
woman’s family and friends at 
this sad time, as well as resi¬ 
dents of the estate. 


“The community on the es¬ 
tate is well-known for pulling 
together in difficult times and 
the council will do whatever it 
can to support them.”

Memorial for war 


bravery unveiled 
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A stone commemorating a 
Surbiton First World War 
hero was unveiled on 
Saturday. 

The memorial in Ewell 
Road honours Douglas Belch¬ 
er, the former Tiffin School 
pupil who received the Victo¬ 
ria Cross for his outstanding 
bravery at the Battle of Ypres 
in 1915. 

The Surbiton native, born 
in 1889, was recognised for 
holding back the German 
army despite having the sup¬ 
port of just a handful of men 
during the battle. 

The unveiling was attended 
by guests from around the 
country, including fellow VC 


recipient Johnson Beharry, 
35, who was given the coun¬ 
try’s highest award for valour 
in 2005 for twice saving mem¬ 
bers of his unit during am¬ 
bushes in Iraq, sustaining 
serious injuries. 

Mayor Ken Smith said: 
“People came not just from 
the borough, but from all over 
the country to see the 
unveiling. 

“This is a part of their histo¬ 
ry that the people of Surbiton 
can be extremely proud of.” 

After the war Belcher con¬ 
tinued his work in the forces, 
serving in Mesopotamia dur¬ 
ing the Arab rising of 1921 
and later in Burma. 

He retired in 1922 as a cap¬ 
tain, but rejoined when the 
Second World War broke out. 

Belcher died in 1953 aged 63 
and is buried in Claygate.

Town centre bar allowed underage girls to enter venue 

Barcadia’s licence 


is revoked - again

Kingston nightspot Barcadia 
has had its licence revoked for 
the second time in less than 15 
months. 

The Clarence Street bar was 
back in front of Kingston Coun¬ 
cil’s licensing committee on 
Tuesday night last week, after 
two underage girls were permit¬ 
ted entry using a single, expired 
passport. 

One of the girls later claimed 
to police she was raped at the 
Antoinette Hotel by two men she 
had met at the bar - a complaint 
police have since dropped due to 
insufficient evidence. 

James Rankin, representing 
the Metropolitan Police at the li¬ 
censing hearing, said he felt a 
sense of “deja vu” being back in 
Kingston’s Guildhall. 

He said: “With the premises 
having just re-opened in Octo¬ 
ber, one would have thought 
that they would be on their best 
behaviour.” 

The two 17-year-olds entered 
the bar on March 9 using an ex¬ 
pired passport belonging to the 


18-year-old sister of one of the 
girls. 

The passport, which had 
its corners cut off, was scanned 
by doormen using the bar’s 
£5,000 Scan Net ID scanner, but 
the system was faulty on the 
night. 

Mr Rankin said the rape alle¬ 
gation had not been taken 
further due to insufficient evi¬ 
dence, and made it clear the bar 
was not being held responsible 
for what may have happened 
later that night. 

He said: “Actions speak louder 
than words. We would like the 
revocation of this licence. 

“The reason being they [Bar¬ 
cadia] simply cannot be trusted 
to comply with the licensing 
conditions. 

“The police cannot trust the 
premises to comply. 

“It does not matter how many 
people you sack or how many 
posts you fill up in that place, 
the end result, we feel, is exactly 
the same.” 

Councillors voted to revoke 
the licence after also hearing 
about noise complaints from 
Greencoat Homes, which runs 
student accommodation above 
the bar. 


In April 2013, Barcadia 
survived a licence review called 
by police for failing to control 
crowd numbers and having “un¬ 
acceptable crime levels” before 
it agreed to install the Scan Net 
scanner for drinkers. 

In January 2014, the bar’s 
licence was revoked after a 
24-year-old man was taken to 
hospital with a laceration to 
his neck on Christmas Eve, 
2013. 

But in February this year 
William Ridley, 19, of Morden, 
was acquitted of inflicting 
grievous bodily harm at 
Kingston Crown Court. 

The venue was closed for a 
number of months, and re¬ 
opened briefly as a burger bar 
before new conditions were put 
in allowing it to trade as a night 
time venue from October last 
year. 

After the hearing, Barcadia 
owner Huseyin Sanli said: “I 
don’t know what more I could 
have done. 

“I am disappointed. We will be 
appealing the decision.”

An advert offering a bed in a 
shared kitchen for £400 a month 
sparked a public debate about 
the state of the country’s hous¬ 
ing crisis - before the landlord 
claimed the ad was posted by 
mistake. 

The offer, branded “bizarre” 
by the director of spareroom. 
co.uk, might have seemed at¬ 
tractive to someone desperate, 
with average property rent 
in Greater London up 7.5 per 
cent on last year to £1,336 
per month, according to 
HomeLet. 

In fact, a shared accommoda¬ 
tion housing benefit recipient 
would have fallen about £17 a 
week short at the flat in Sop- 
with Close, Kingston. 

But yesterday the landlord be¬ 
hind the advert spoke out and 
said it had been posted in error 
by a friend. 

Joe Allan told the Comet: “She 
doesn’t speak English very well. 

“I said to her: Tut that 
room, which is next to the

kitchen area’. 

“She misunderstood.” 

Asked whether anyone had 
expressed an interest in the 
kitchen-bed, he added: “Nobody 
called. Only the newspapers 
called.” 

The original advert read: “Sin¬ 
gle bed to rent in kitchen/ 
lounge area. All bills included. 
Please notice is not a room. Is a 
single bed in shared kitchen, 
you can use your own entrance 
from the garden, if you 
wish.”

It has since been removed. 
The posting drew heavy criti¬ 
cism from politicians and chari¬ 
ty bosses. 

Spareroom.co. uk’s Matt 
Hutchinson said: “This isn’t 
just one of the most bizarre 
ads we have seen, it is 
also a huge invasion of 
privacy. 

“No one should have to sleep 
in a kitchen, and no one should 
have to pass through a 
bedroom to get to a communal 
area.” 


Care home had 
'smelly rooms’ 

A Kingston care home has been criticised 
by health inspectors for having smelly 
bedrooms and a series of health and safe¬ 
ty breaches. 

Kingston Care Home in Coombe Road, 
Kingston, was inspected by the Quality 
Care Commission in January and Febru¬ 
ary following information received by 
nurses from the clinical commissioning 
group. 

A report published last month said the 
home required improvement. 

It said care was not being delivered con¬ 
sistently and hazardous substances were 
not properly locked away. 

It added: “Some of the bedrooms we 
viewed smelt malodorous.

Kingston superclub Pryzm has 
been hit by controversy once 
again after it posted online a “dis¬ 
gusting” job advert seeking wait¬ 
resses with “athletic physiques”. 

The nightclub, which had man¬ 
aged to stay out of the limelight in 
the months since news of a man 
raped in a toilet broke last 
September, was forced to edit a 
post on its Facebook page looking 
to recruit hostesses and 
waitresses. 

The original job advert - which 
also asked applicants to send in 
full-body photographs - read: “We 
are looking for VIP hostess/wait¬ 
resses to join our team. The appli¬ 
cant must have great customer 
service skills, provide service 
with a smile, be hardworking and 
be of athletic physique. 

“In return you will receive great 
basic pay plus commission 
payments.” 

A source who came across the 
post while looking for work told 
the Surrey Comet: “It really is dis¬ 
gusting for Pryzm to have done 
this. 

“This was advertised on their 
Facebook page and faced a back¬ 
lash of comments showing 



the discrimination. 

“I feel these nightclub indus¬ 
tries should be fair when looking 
for an employee. 

“Is it a hidden message that fat 
people or curvier women are not 
entitled to work in their club sole¬ 
ly based on their size? 

“If this was for something 
which requires a certain body 
type such as a dance instructor or 
personal trainer then I would un¬ 
derstand the requirement to be 
put in the advert, but certainly 
not for a nightclub hostess.” 


A spokeswoman for Luminar, 
which owns Pryzm, said: “We are 
an equal opportunities employer 
and apologise unreservedly for 
any offence this post may have 
caused. 

“As soon as it was brought to 
our attention, it was removed and 
our team will now be retrained.” 

The club was rebranded from 
Oceana after two men were found 
guilty of murdering 20-year-old 
Jamie Sanderson in July 2013 in¬ 
side the club after smuggling in a 
knife.

Tower block could 
be the first of many 


On the subject of the redevelop¬ 
ment of the old post office site: 

The buildings are still far too 
tall for Kingston town. 

The developer, St George, has 
submitted a revised planning 
application. 

It lists 11 changes in its com¬ 
munity newsletter of April 2015. 

There are new plans, new ele¬ 
vations, new finishes, new 
heights, but despite these many 
alterations the revised applica¬ 
tion is not going to public con¬ 
sultation. Why? 

The main issue has not been 
addressed: the heights. 

A reduction of the tower block 
from 21 to 19 storeys does noth¬ 
ing when most people do not 
want a tower block at all. 


And many of the other blocks 
exceed the heights in the ap¬ 
proved Eden development plan. 

These main objections are not 
addressed; can this be why 
there is no public consultation? 

The pictures of the revised 
scheme show the taller build¬ 
ings with glass upper storeys 
which merge into the blue of the 
sky and disappear. 

This effect only rarely hap¬ 
pens; one only has to look at the 
Shard, all glass, to see how it 
stands out in strong silhouette 
against the sky. 

This surely is misleading, 
as are many of the other 
illustrations. 

The plan shown in the 
newsletter is schematic, but still 


it is strange and no matter how 
high the buildings are, be they 
the two-storey houses in the 
conservation area or the 14- 
storey blocks, they all cast 
the same length of shadow, ex¬ 
cept the tower block which 
miraculously casts no shadow 
at all. 

This proposed tower block and 
the surrounding high blocks in 
Kingston, if approved, will only 
be the first; more will come un¬ 
less we can stop it now. 

Do you want a rash of towers 
to destroy our town or do you 
want Kingston to remain a 
thriving market town with a 
heart and soul?

Get Smart 
on parking 

I am told that the private sector is 
so efficient. 

Is it efficient for “Smart” Parking 
to issue parking tickets to people 
holding permits to park at the 
Brook Street car park issued by 
Kingston Council? 

Since this company took over re¬ 
sponsibility for that car park it 
seems unable to accept the validity 
of these permits and arrange not 
to issue parking charge notices to 
users. Admittedly it now cancels 
them, but only after having posted 
out a PCN complete with all the 
usual threats. 

However, I feel that I need to go 
online and check that the charge 
has actually been cancelled - as 
otherwise it would be my credit 
record that might be affected. 

This wastes my time. Smart 
Parking wastes its time by issuing 
the notice; paying postage on it and 
only then getting round to can¬ 
celling it. 

Business firms tell us how much 
it costs them to issue notices such 
as this in order to justify their high 
charges - so how can this be an ef¬ 
ficient procedure? 

I am assured that Smart Parking 
have my car number and know 
when the council allows me to park 
- so why continue to issue these 
letters? I wrote to their media peo¬ 
ple 10 days ago asking for an expla¬ 
nation, but have not received the 
courtesy of a reply. I said that in 
the absence of a response from 
them I would be contacting you. 

In previous years we never had a 
problem - so why now? 

Would it not be simpler to check 
before sending out the notices and 
thus save the postage? Any proper 
approach to customer service 
would confirm this - but they 
clearly are not focused on car park 
users as customers - their cus¬ 
tomer is, presumably, Kingston 
Council. 

I hope Kingston Council receives 
substantial funds from this firm 
from all the parking charges that it 
collects and from the takings from 
the PCNs that are not cancelled. 

I wonder how many firms were 
invited to tender when the new 
contract was awarded? I wonder 
how much Kingston Council gets 
out of the contract and whether 
the costs of inefficient administra¬ 
tion reduces the amounts paid to 
the council rather than Smart 
Parking’s own profits? Is this 
something you might pursue?

What Is It? 

Diabetes (or Diabetes Mellitus to 
use its official title) is a relatively 
common disease affecting 
around 1 in every 300* dogs in 
the UK. Diabetes occurs when 
the dog can no longer process 
the sugar (glucose) within its 
bloodstream in the appropriate 
manner. The sugar is no longer 
taken into the cells of the dog’s 
body as efficiently as necessary 
to be used as energy or to 
be stored; this means it stays 
within the dog’s blood causing 
high blood sugar levels, or 
“hyperglycaemia”. 

Symptoms of 
Canine Diabetes

• Increased thirst 
and urinating more 
(often having urinary 
“accidents” when this 
was never a previous 
concern) 

• Weight loss, often

Risk Factors 
for your Dog 

Genetic factors often play a role 
in the development of canine 
diabetes. Therefore it is important 
to look at the characteristics and 
family history of the pet you own 
and keep a close eye on your 
pet if diabetes is a known risk 
factor for your dog. However, if 
your dog is overweight or obese, 
they are significantly more likely 
to develop diabetes than if they 
are a healthy weight*, regardless 
of their breed or history. 

To keep your pet in top condition, 
it is vital that you always weigh 
out their food and follow the 
feeding guidelines appropriately, 
for their age, size and activity level. 
Remember, feeding guides are 
just that - a guide - and they may 
need to be tailored to make them 
appropriate for each individual, 
so you may need to adjust them 
slightly depending on your vet’s 
advice. If you do have to use 
treats, use them wisely, ration them 
appropriately and take them into 
account (in terms of the calories 
they provide) when you feed your 
dog at meal times. 

Above all, keep a close check 
on your pet’s body condition 
score and seek veterinary advice 
to help maintain your pet at 
a healthy weight if you are 
struggling to do this on your own. 

Dispelling the Myths 

There are many myths surrounding 
diabetes, including those which 
link feeding certain foods to 
“causing” diabetes. As long as 
your pet is fed a balanced and

nutritionally complete diet, you 
will not be putting them “at 
risk” of diabetes. As discussed 
earlier, the scientifically proven 
risk factors for diabetes include 
genetic factors and obesity. 
Therefore, the most appropriate 
thing you can do for your pet is 
to allow them regular exercise 
and to feed them a diet which 
will help to maintain them at an 
ideal weight for their size. 

Managing Diabetes 
in Your Dog 

If your dog has been diagnosed 
with diabetes, you should always 
follow your Veterinary Surgeon’s 
advice and always phone for 
support or take your dog to the 
vets if you have any concerns 
about them. Diabetes can have 
very serious implications for your 
pet’s health, especially if your 
dog is difficult to get into a 
manageable routine. Your vet 
is most likely to advise regular 
insulin injections, an appropriate 
veterinary-recommended diet and 
a consistent exercise plan to help 
manage your companion’s illness. 
If your dog is an entire female, your 
vet may also recommend she is 
neutered; this is because canine 
female hormones can sometimes 
make diabetes more difficult to 
manage. These measures-coupled 
with regular monitoring of your 
pet at home and at the veterinary 
surgery - will give your dog the 
best chance of living a long and 
happy life, whilst coping with its 
diabetes.

Q l want to keep my Labrador at the optimal 
body condition. However, I am slightly 
confused by the feeding guidelines on her 
bags of dry food. I am not sure exactly how much 
to feed based on the guide, there seems to be so 
many options! Can you advise? 

A feeding guide is just that - it is ONLY a 
guide which you will need to use as a base¬ 
line and then adapt to meet the needs of 
your pet. At ROYAL CANIN®, our feeding guides 
are based on how much to feed your pet over a 
24 hour period and we would recommend you 
split this allowance into at least 2 meals per day. 
You need to feed your pet the amount of food 
(in grams) corresponding to their body weight 
when they are at their ideal body condition 
(which may be the weight they are now - but you 
should double check!). Most feeding guides will 
also show a range of amounts to feed, based on 
whether your pet is prone to carrying extra weight, 
being a normal weight or being on the thinner side 
of normal. Just follow the section of the guide that 
best suits your pet’s body condition. 

We would always recommend weighing your 
pet’s food out at every meal, as feeding in cup 
measurements is extremely inaccurate. For adult 
dogs, after a couple of weeks feeding, you should 
reassess your pet’s body condition score and body 
weight. If these values have remained stable, 
keep the amount you are feeding the same. If not, 
adjust the amount you feed your pet accordingly. 

You must also ensure your pet has continuous access 
to fresh drinking water. If your pet is significantly over 
or underweight, we would advise you consult their 
vet. Some feeding guides will also indicate how 
much to feed based on the amount of exercise 
your pet undertakes - again, 
just use this as a baseline as 
to the amount to start your 
pet on and adjust from 
there every 2 weeks until 
stable. For growing pets, 
consult your vet, breeder or 
specialist pet food retailer 
for advice, as you will need 
to adjust the amount 
they are fed as they 
grow, until they have 
reached their adult 
weight.

If you want to increase your home's 
kerb appeal, giving the front some 
TLC is a must.

1) This time of year is ideal for 
brightening up your front garden 
with window boxes, hanging bas¬ 
kets, troughs and tubs planted 
with colourful bedding plants. 

To define the entrance, use 
plants to help guide people to the 
door and tubs to define it. 

2) A front garden can add consid¬ 
erable value to your home if it's 
made into off-street parking, espe¬ 


cially in expensive urban areas. 
Planning permission is sometimes 
required for this, or there may be 
planning restrictions on things like 
its size and the materials used - 
gravel or permeable paving, for ex¬ 
ample.

Steady rise for prices 


House prices rose by over £100 a 
day during April, meaning the 
average house in the UK now 
costs around £200,000. 

With this new spike in property 
values, first time buyers may 
find it harder than ever to get a 
foot on the property ladder. 

According to the latest figures 
from Halifax, property prices 
are now up 1.6 per cent from 
March and up 8.5 per cent in 
comparison to this time last 
year. This big increase reflects 
the current high demand from 
buyers and the shortage of 
houses available on the market. 

Martin Ellis, housing economist 
at Halifax, thinks that factors 
such as rising employment, an 


improved economy, and lower 
mortgage rates are all contrib¬ 
uting to the housing demand. 

He said: "This combination has 
kept house price growth steady 
in recent months with prices in¬ 
creasing by 2.2 per cent to 2.6 
per cent on a quarterly basis and 
an annual rate of eight per cent 
to nine percent." 

The annual rate for property 
price increases is forecast to end 
the year at three to five per cent 
according to Mr Ellis, but some 
economists think that this could 
actually rise faster. With a huge 
victory for the Conservatives in 
last week's general election, the 
Tory win is set to spark a hous¬ 
ing market boom.

NOTICE IS HEREBY GIVEN THAT The Council of the Royal Borough of Kingston upon Thames (“the Council”) in the exercise of its powers under the Chapter 2 of the 
Anti-social Behaviour, Crime and Policing Act 2014 (“the Act”) proposes to make a public spaces protection order identifying public spaces within the Council’s area for 
the purposes of Section 59(4) of the Act and detailed in the Schedule below (“the restricted area"), within which the requirement below will apply. 

If a dog defecates at any time within the restricted area the person who is in charge of the dog at that time shall to remove the faeces from the restricted area forthwith (“the 
Requirement”), unless the owner, occupier or other person or authority having control of the restricted area has consented (generally or specifically) to his failing to do so. 
Notes 

1. The Requirement will not apply to a person who— 

(a) is registered as a blind person in a register compiled under Section 29 of the National Assistance Act 1948; or 

(b) has a disability which affects his mobility, manual dexterity, physical co-ordination or ability to lift, carry or otherwise move everyday objects, in respect of a dog 
trained by a prescribed charity and upon which he relies for assistance. 

2. For the purposes of the Requirement- 

fa) a person who habitually has a dog in his possession shall be taken to be in charge of the dog at any time unless at that time some other person is in charge of the dog; 

(b) placing the faeces in a receptacle in the restricted area which is provided for the purpose, or for the disposal of waste, shall be a sufficient removal from the 
restricted area; 

(c) being unaware of the defecation (whether by reason of not being in the vicinity or otherwise), or not having a device for or other suitable means of removing the 
faeces shall not be a reasonable excuse for failing to remove the faeces; 

(d) the phrase "prescribed charity" shall mean— 

(i) Dogs for the Disabled (Registered Charity No. 700454); 

(ii) Support Dogs Ltd (Registered Charity No. 1088281); 

(iii) Canine Partners for Independence (Registered Charity No. 803680). 

3. A person who fails without reasonable excuse to comply with the Requirement to which he is subject under the proposed Order will be guilty of an offence under 
Section 67(1) of the Act and, if prosecuted, will be liable on summary conviction to a fine not exceeding level 3 on the standard scale, currently £1,000. 

4. A Fixed Penalty Notice may be issued to any person who commits such an offence and it is proposed to fix the amount of the penalty at £100, reduced to £60.00 if 
paid within a 10 days. Payment of the Fixed Penalty to the Council within the period specified it will discharge liability to conviction for the offence.
